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Red China 
Protests U.S. 
Air Strikes 


TOKYO (AP) — Communist 
China 
said 
today 
U.S. 
air 
strikes in North Vietnam near 
the Chinese border threatens its 
security. 
It charged that “these fren­ 
zied acts of aggression” are not 
only “new war crimes’" against 
North Vietnam but also “grave 
provocations” against China. 
A Foreign Ministry statement 
in Peking said “the Chinese 
government and people express 
their resolute support” for a 
North Vietnamese statement is­ 
sued last Saturday condemning 
the United States for further 
dispatching 
many planes for 
raids against the Hanoi sub­ 
urbs, 
Haiphong 
and 
other 
areas. 
The statement was broadcast 
by Peking’s New China News 
Agency. 
Last week, U.S. Air Force 
jets swept to within 20 miles of 
China and wrecked a big North 
Vietnamese railroad marshall 
ing yard and highway bridge 
only 40 seconds flying time 
from the China-Vietnam bur­ 
der. The raids were reported 
the closest to the border since 
the 1965-68 bombing campaign 
against North Vietnam. 


SAIGON (AP 
- U.S. jets 
left a 10- mile stretch of North 
Vietnam's northeast rail line to 
China and about 60 stranded 
freight cars in 'flames Sunday 
and shot down two more MIG 
¿ets, the U.S. Command an­ 
nounced today.* 
Large orange fireballs lit up 
the skies 25 miles south of the 
Chinese border after about 20 
Air Force F4 Phantoms at­ 
tacked the rail line and a string 
of freight cars 50 to 60 miles 
northeast of Hanoi, pilots re­ 
ported. 
Two Navy Phantoms 
from 
the carrier Coral Sea engaged 
a pair oi M1G1? interceptors 26 
miles 
south 
of 
Hanoi 
and 
brought them down with mis­ 
siles, the U.S. Command said. 
There was no damage to the 
two Phantoms, the command 
said, but a Navy A6 was lost on 
Sunday 45 miles south of Hanoi 
and the two crewmen were re­ 
ported missing. 
The command, said 31' MIGs 
have been downed this year 
and 
148 have been 
brought 
down since June 17, 1965. 
Military spokesmen said the 
action was the start of a con­ 
certed effort to destroy an esti­ 
mated 600 railroad cars stran­ 
ded on North Vietnam’s two 
rail lines to China by cuts in 
the lines due to American bomb­ 
ing. 
Many of the cars are report- 
ed loaded with war materials 
from China, and the explosions 
and fires Sunday indicated they 
contained ammunition and fuel.

Maj. Medley, Formerly With 


S. A. Here, Killed In Flood 
Music Festival

Major 
G. 
William 
Medley, 
who was stationed in Rushville 
with The Salvation Army from 
1948 through 1951. died a victim 
of the flood disaster in the 
Rapid City, South Dakota area. 
Major and Mrs. Medley, who 
were corps officers in the Rapid 
City Salvation Army, were forc­ 
ed from their corps building by 
the rising water as they served 
victims and workers of the dis­ 
aster. They saw their station 
wagon washed down the street 
and lost in the flood. 
Mrs. Medley continued with 
workers to' work at another lo­ 
cation while Major Bill Medley 
left in a truck to serve. He was 
never heard from again, and 
was reported missing for five 
hours before his body was found 
and identified. 
The Central Territorial Com­ 
mander. J. Clyde 'Coy, in Chi­ 
cago 
said of 
Major 
Medley 
“Bill loved the people of Rapid 
City. He died serving them. As 
the scripture says, ‘greater love 
hath no man than this, that he 
lay 
down 
his 
life 
for 
his 
friends.” 
Joy Medley and her husband 
Bill were Salvation Army ma­ 
jors at Rapid City when the 
flood hit. Now, she is staying 
busy helping the living victims 
and he is one of the more than 
200 
who 
died 
when 
waters 
swept through the town. 
“The last I heard from him 
was 
about 8 
o’clock 
Friday 
night when he yelled. ‘Honey, I 
am going out to Story Book 
Island to see if I can help’,’’ 
Mrs. Medley said Sunday. 
Story Book Island is a park 
hit by 5-foot-deep flood water. 
Mrs. Medley, who said she 
had slept little and eaten noth­ 
ing since Friday night, was su­ 
pervising the Salvation Army 
clothing and food distribution 
center Sunday, the same job 
she held when informed Satur­ 
day night of his death. And she 
said she was sticking with the 
relief work until the emergency 
is over, 
then 
continue 
their 
church and. charity work. 
“I know he was going to help 
someone when the flood waters 
caught him,” his widow said. 
“He had the keys to the truck 
in his pocket. They never found 
the truck.” 
“I grew up in a Salvation 
Army 
family,” 
Mrs. 
Medley 
said... “My 'parents started the 
Salvation Army church in. Co­ 
lumbia City, Ind., and when we 
were kids, Bill started coming 
to our Sunday School classes. 
We went together, and when he 
got out of the Army we were 
married.’ 
“We were commissioned at 
the same time” in the Salvation 
Army, she said. They served in 
Indiana for 11 years and then 
at Fergus Falls and Fairmont, 
Minn., and at Williston, N.D., 
before moving to Rapid City 
two years ago. 
“Bill 
was 
an 
avid 
out- 
doorsman and 
he knew this 
area like a book,” she recalled. 
“If there were any way to es­ 


cape that flood, he would have 
known it.” 
Salvation .Army disaster Serv­ 
ices continue in the Rapid City 
area with approximately 209 of­ 
ficers and volunteer workers. 
Mobile canteens and equipment 
were 
sent from 
surrounding 
states as well as nearby com­ 
munities in South Dakota. 
Directing the operations is 
Brigadier Donald Rose, Omaha., 
who is 'Divisional Commander 
for the area including the dis­ 
aster hit communities.* 
Major Medley is survived by 
wife and children. His parents, 
also 
Indiana 
residents, 
were 
notified of his death Saturday 
evening.

The death toll in the nation’s 
worst flood disaster in 44 years 
has reached 208, and officials 
fear many more bodies will be 
found outside Rapid City in the 
streams that filter from the 
nearby Black Hills. 
Civil Defense officials esti­ 
mated the missing at 500, and 
said today that it was impos­ 
sible to estimate the number of 
injured. 
At least 3.000 persons were 
left homeless, and damage was 
estimated at more than $100 
million. 
Maj. Gen. Duane L. “Duke” 
Corning, commanding 2,500 Na­

Guardsmen

worked into the night “turning 
over any debris that might hide 
a body.” 
Mayor Donald Barnett

posed a 10 p.m. to dawn curfew 
on the city of 43,000. He halted 
night search operations by the

rescue 
teams accomplished as much 
duing during daylight hours as 
they did working around the 
clock. 
The volunteers and guards­ 
men have been at wrork since 
daylight Saturday, hours after 
a wave crashed through an ear­

The water smashed through 
the city, flipping cars, crushing 
trees and lifting homes off their 
foundations 
and 
slamming 
them into a heap of splinters 
blocks away.

McGovern called it “incredible 
destruction.” and said he would 
ask Congress to provide ex­ 
traordinary relief for his home 
state if deemed necessary.

“Parents have a definite re­ 
sponsibility 
in 
assuring 
that 
children who get new bicycles 
are taught to obey the rules of 
the road,” Chief of Police Ro­ 
bert Miller, today advised re ­ 
sidents of RushviUe as the local 
safety drive entered its third 
week. 
“With the steadily increasing 
use1 of bicycles in this commun­ 
ity for transportation, recrea­ 
tion and pleasure, it is impor­ 
tant that safe riding rules be 
taught to our youngsters,” Mil­ 
ler declared.

Dr. Marlatt was born in Col­ 
umbus, Ind., in 1892, the son of 
a Methodist m inister who gave 
his youngster the name of an 
early DePauw president, Thom­ 
as Bowman. 
Out of college, young Marlatt 
taught school in RushviUe and 
Raleigh, was associate editor 
of the Kenosha (Wis.) Evening 
N ew , and served in World War 
1 before his career led U jl to 
teaching. 
He earned the S.T.B. degree 
at Boston University and started 
teaching there in 'the School of 
Theology in 1923. In 1938 he be­ 
gan a seven-year tenure a t dean 
of the School, resigning in 1945 
to accept an endowed chair at 
Perkins School of Theology at 
Southern Methodist University 
During these years he acquir­ 
ed many of the item s that have 
been given now to DePauw, 
whose current president, 
Dr. 
William E. Kerstetter, was Mar­ 
ia it’s student at Boston. 
But Dr.. 
M arlatt’s contribu­ 
tions to the times are more 
than those of simply a collec­ 
tor. 
While establishing himself as 
an international authority and 
collector of hymns, he wrote the 
lyrics of one of the nation’s and 
perhaps the world’s most cher­ 
ished hymns. Its fam iliar words 
go. . . 
“ Are ye able,” said the Mas­ 
ter. “To be crucified with Me?” 
“ Yea.” the sturdy dream ers an­ 
swered, “To the death we follow 
thee.” 
Marlatt. now 80 and in retire­ 
ment in Winchester, wrote 'the 
lyrics to “ Are Ye Able” in 1926, 
barely 14 years after graduating 
from DePauw with Phi Beta 
Kappa honors.

HISTORIC TOWNS IN PERIL 


LONDON (AP) — One fifth of 
Britain’s historic towns will he 
destroyed archeologic&lly with­ 
in the next 20 years, says a re­ 
port presented at a conference 
organized by the Council for 
British Archeology. 
Of 1,180 towns in Britain, 
more than 900 are considered to 
be historic, that is, to have 
reached urban status before

Fate Of Pro Basketball Teams 
To Be Decided In 2-Day Meeting

NEW YORK (AP) — The fate 
of the Memphis Pros, Pitts­ 
burgh Condors and the Florid­ 
ians, the American Basketball 
Association’s financially weak­ 
est franchises, will be decided 
at the league’s two-day Board 
of Trustees meetings, which be­ 
gan today. 
The Pros are likely to play 
another season in Memphis un­ 
der new ownership, while the

“But now it has de­ 
cided that it is going to be 
strong. We are not going to be 
as flexible as we were in the 
past. 
“I guess when this meeting is 
over, there will be a minimum 
ot nine or ten franchises that 
will continue,” added Tinkham, 
executive vice president and 
secretary of the Indiana Pac­ 
ers. 
Since the league began play 
in the 1967-8 season, opposite 
the older National Basketball 
Association, 
it 
has 
had 
11 
teams each year. But the fran­ 
chises have been continually 
changing hands, with only In­ 
diana, Kentucky and Denver 


remaining from 
the original 
group. 
Dallas and Pittsburgh, cur­ 
rent 
members, 
also 
were 
among the originals, but both 
have played in other sites since 
1967. 
“Our most important prob­ 
lem is who is going to play and 
where,” said Tinkham, in pin­ 
pointing the main purpose of 
the meetings. 
Also on the agenda is dis­ 
cussion of a possible merger 
with the NBA and a replace­ 
ment for Commissioner Jack 
Dolph who has announced his 
resignation, effective in Octo­ 
ber, when his three-year con­ 
tract expires. 
Tinkham, in a telephone in­ 
terview with The Associated 
Press from Indianapolis before 
leaving for New York 
said 
there are two groups—both out­ 
side Memphis—who are nego­ 
tiating to purchase the Pros 
and will keep them in Mem­ 
phis. 
The Condors and Floridians 
were the only ABA teams to 
draw less than 100,000 fans last 
season. League figures placed 
Pittsburgh’s home attendance 
at 97,771, a decrease of 15,000, 
and the Floridians’ attendance 
at 87,161, a drop of 74,000. Re­ 
liable sources told The AP that 
the Condors’ figures were exag­ 
gerated.

together.” 
“ Theodore 
Roosevelt

stated: ‘The first requisite of a 
good citizen in this republic of 
ours is that he must pull his 
weight.’ A noted author once 
wrote: ‘neigher democracy, nor 
effective representation is .pos­ 
sible until each participant in 
the group devotes a measurable 
part of his life to furthering its 
existence’. This is equally true 
of a household or a nation, 
“ Much of the crime and vio­ 
lence of our society today oc­ 
curs, I am sure, because not 
enough Americans devote meas­ 
urable parts of their lives to 
further existence of their homes 
and their nation. They need to 
break away from the ‘what’s in 
it for me’ syndrome, and help 
protect and preserve our free 
do ms which they take for grant­ 
ed. The full duty of a. man ex 
tends beyond his own self in­ 
terests. Where selfishness pre­ 
vails, benevolence and good will 
die. 
“ Good 
citizenship 
is 
much 
more than a classroom subject. 
It is a vital, daily chore for 
all free people if they hope to 
remain free.. It is a debt to the 
past and aji. obligation to the 
future. Good Citizenship is a 
solemn contract between the in­ 
dividual and his government 
‘In these United States, a 
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citizen is a part of his govern­ 
ment... a system founded oa the 
rule of law, not men. Its powers 
are derived from the consent of 
the governed. It is established 
on the principles of Freedom, 
Equality, Justice, and Humani­ 
ty. These represent the rights 
and 
privileges of citizenship. 
But, rights and privileges are 
inseparable from duties. Some 
basic duties of a citizen are to 
love his country, respect and 
obey its laws, participate in its 
affairs and operations, and to 
defend it against all enemies. 
“ In America, the rewards of 
citizenship are priceless. But, 
the demands are high. If we do 
not meet the demands, soon 
there w ill be no rewards. To my 
mind, a real need in our country 
today is for all people to do 
their duty as citizens 
“The chips are down. Good 
citizenship is up to you.”

Hailey’s Comet Due In 13 Years 
It Was Here Back In 1910, 
By MICHAEL A. CHIHAK 
Associated Press Writer 
TUCSON, 
Ariz. 
(AP) — 
Grandma and grandpa: 
if 
you’re telling your 
grand­ 
children of the spectacle of Hai­ 
ley's Comet when you saw it as 
children in 1910, you’re building 
them up for a disappointment 
when it returns in 1985. 
Hailey won’t be as bright and 
won’t have the gigantic, pheno­ 
menal tail it displayed on its 
1910 trip, says University of 
Arizona astronomer Elizabeth 
Roemer. Dr. Roemer, a comet 
specialist, said Hailey came 
within 16 million miles of the 
earth in 1910. 
The famous comet takes a 
little more than 75 years to 
make is elongated orbit. How­ 
ever, when it comes back on its 
next trip around the sun, it 
won’t come nearly as close to 
earth as in 1910. 
Dr. Roemer explained the 
earth will be in a different posi­ 
tion in its annual orbit when 
Hailey reaches its perihelion or 
near point, to the sun. Hailey is 
expeced to be closest to the 
sun in February of 1986, and 
will only pass within 60 million 
miles of the earth at its closest, 
she said. 
Because of that distance, and 
because of its distance from the 
sun and angle in relation to the 
earth, the comet’s tail won t 
appear as long or as bright, she 
said.In fact, Dr. Roemer predicted 
Hailey won't be any more spec­ 
tacular than Comet Bennett 
was when it passed close to the 
earth last year. Hailey’s best 
visibility to the unaided eye 
will come in November or De­ 
cember of 1985, she said. 
Astronomers will have almost 
three years to observe and pho­ 
tograph Hailey as it swings to­ 
ward, passes by and then 
leaves the earth’s proximity in 
the 1980s, Dt. Roemer said. It 
first will become visible in tele­ 
scopes in the fall of 1984. and 
will disappear from telescopic 
sight in 1987. 
She said there is even some 
discussion 
amohg 
scientists 
now about the possibility of a 
manned space trip to “meet 
the comet, with the space ship 
“escorting” Hailey as it ap­ 
proaches the earth. Much data 
about the composition of Hallev 
and of comets in general could 
be picked up through such a 
venture, she said.

There’s just one hitch: no 
snow. 
Garibaldi, population 8,000, 
founded by Italian immigrants 
in Southern Brazil’s wine coun­ 
try. has Latin America’s only 
artificial ski slopes. 
But so what if there’s no 
snow. Garibaldi has everything 
else: a 40-seat chairlift, nearly 
1,000 meters (more than half a 
mile) of slopes for beginners 
and intermediates, ski instruc­ 
tors 
dressed 
in 
flame-red 
sweaters and a cozy ski lodge 
with a fireplace to warm the 
after-ski crowd when the mer­ 
cury hits a low of 59 degrees. 
There’s also an air conditioner 
in case it gets a bit warmer. 
Soon, it will have a skating 
rink (for the roller skate 
crowd), a ski-jumping trampo­ 
line, and a skyscraper hotel in 
the shape of a champagne 
bottle. 
“President Medici Ski Sta­ 
tion” is the brainchild of David 
Santini, a 38-year-old Brazilian 
civil engineer who caught the 
ski bug on his honeymoon in 
Italy 10 years ago.

The old Metamora Mill at 
W hitewater ■ Canal State Memo­ 
rial is coming to life again, it 
was announced today by Carl H. 
Armstrong’ Director of the Divi­ 
sion of Museums and Memorials 
of the Indiana Departm ent of 
N atural Resources. 
W hitewater Canal Elate Memo­ 
rial, created in 1945» is compris­ 
ed of 14 miles of the original 
Canal which was; built by the 
State of Indiana beginning in 
1836. It paralleled the West Fork 
of the W hitewater River from 
Hagerstown to Prookville, and 
thence to Lawrenceburg and 
also to Cincinnati. 
The Memorial starts at the 
old feeder dam two miles south­ 
east 
of 
Laurel, 
in 
northern 
Franklin County, and continues 
to Yellow Bank, halfway be­ 
tween M etam ora and Brookville. 
The W hitewater Canal was. 
'bought by the Whitewater Rail­ 
road Company in. 1,866, which 
built tracks on the old tow-path 
used by the mules and horses 
which propelled the canal boats. 
Except for the State-owned 
stretch the Canal has been vir­ 
tually abandoned. Originally it 
had ,56, locks and seven feeder 
dams. 
'Whitewater Canal State Me­ 
m orial includes an unique 1843 
covered, bridge wooden aqueduct 
which carries the canal across 
Duck Creek, and a restored, set 
of locks (The Millville Locks) 
which are operative.

SAN DIEGO (AP) — Stu­ 
dents and police who verbally 
confronted one another for 10 
weeks in a classroom at the 
University of California at San 
Diego say they are generally 
pleased with the encounter, 
“We had amazing rapport,” 
said Police Capt. Donald Rier- 
son. “1 honestly felt they liked 
us.” 
“I found out my stereotype 
(of police) doesn’t bold water,” 
said 
sophomore 
John 
Galla­ 
gher, 20. “This class has done a 
lot to change my attitude about 
police.” 
The 
class 
was 
“law 
and 
society,” taught to1 97 students 
by four members of the San 
Diego Police Department dur­ 
ing the past quarter. 
Inspector William 
Kolender 
said 
he 
found 
the 
students 
“genuinely eager to learn about 
law enforcement,” and lierson 
said there was lesa hostility 
than he expected. 
“Once 
they 
realized 
we 
weren’t 
uptight 
about 
their 
opinions, 
everyone 
started 
opening up,” Rierson said. 
But i "life the students came 
to better understand the police­ 
man’s job, they didn’t do an 


automatic turnabout from their 
previously held views. 
Freshman Julia Corvera, 19, 
for instance, said the class 
started her thinking about po­ 
lice work as a profession. But 
she also recalled an incident in 
which the instructors said po­ 
lice in San Diego’s Mexican- 
American 
community 
were 
learning to speak Spanish. 
“So I talked to a couple of 
guys working down there and 
found they weren’t really learn­ 
ing at all,” she said. “So what 
do you believe?” 
And sophomore Mark Atkin­ 
son, 19, who says he is a politi­ 
cal activist, said he thought the 
class was valuable but didn’t 
miss noting that “these guys 
are bright, liberal and progres­ 
sive in their thinking.” 
“It’s just that what happens 
in the classroom isn’t always 
the same thing you find in the 
street,” Atkinson said. “These 
guys talk about change, but it’s 
got to get down to my level be­ 
fore I really believe it 
“I don’t believe for a minute 
that these guys are your typical 
cop,” be added, “but it’s sura a 
good sign of improvement.”

3 New Cabinet 
Members Sworn 
In By Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 
ident Nixon presided today at a 
triple Cabinet member swear­ 
ing-in ceremony starring Atty. 
Gen. 
Richard G. Kleindienst. 
who he said had been through a 
“ long ordeal ’ of Senate con­ 
firmation. 


Nixon 
said the controversy 
over confirmation had in no 
way reduced his confidence in 
Kleindienst—-“as 
a 
m atter of 
fact it increased it.” 
Nixon 
told 
an 
applauding 
East Room audience of Cabinet 
and Congress members and ad- 
m i n i s t r a t i o n 
staff 
that 
Kleindienst is a man of “ total 
loyalty . . . “ strong in character 
and at his best when the going 
is rough.” 
The ceremony had Hie added 
formality of Chief Justice W ar­ 
ren 
E. 
Burger 
administering 
the oath. 
One 
after 
the 
other, 
in­ 
troduced by Nixon, Kleindienst 
became the 68th attorney gen­ 
eral 
of 
the 
United 
States, 
George P. Shultz took the oath 
as the nation’s 62nd secretary 
of the Treasury and Caspar W. 


Weinberger, was sworn in as 
the second Director of the Of­ 
fice of Management and Budg­ 
et, 
Shultz is a native of New 
York City and a form er dean of 
the University of Chicago grad­ 
uate business school. Weinber­ 
ger is a Californian. 
Kleindienst 
was 
confirmed 
last week by a Senate roll call 
of 64-19 after what was one of 
the most prolonged fights over 
a presidential Cabinet appoint­ 
ment.

Kleindienst wras his alleged role 
in the settlement of a 1971 anti­ 
trust case involving the Iter- 
national Telephone & Telegraph 
Corp. 
It was alleged that the Nixon 
administration had settled tht 
ITT case on term s favorable to 
the company in exchange for a 
pledge of at least $200.000 to­ 
ward the cost of the 1972 Re­ 
publican National Convention in 
San Diego.
